Dear Sir: 

The Examiner asserted that claims 1, 5-6, 10-1 1 ? 15, 17-23, and 32-37 are directed to 
a number of patentably distinct species. The Examiner identified six species, and argued that 
FIGs. 8-9, 10-11, 12, 14, 15, and 16 each show a different species. Applicant disagrees that 
the previously listed figures each show a different species but, in accordance with 35 U.S.C. 
§121, elects to prosecute the species shown in FIG. 16. Applicant believes that claims 1, 5-6, 
10-11, 15, 17-21, and 33 read on the embodiment shown in FIG. 16. 

Applicant notes that the present specification includes figures directed to a diode, and 
figures directed to chips which include the diode. For example, FIGs. 8 and 9 show a diode 
800, while FIGs. 10 and 1 1 show a diode 1000. For chips, FIG. 12 shows a chip that utilizes 
diode 800 or diode 1000, while FIG. 14 shows a chip 1400 that utilizes diode 800 or diode 
1000. FIG. 15 shows a chip 1500 that utilizes diode 800 or diode 1000, while FIG. 16 shows 
a chip 1600 that utilizes diode 800 or diode 1000. 

If a chip includes a diode structure, then an embodiment of the chip that is illustrated 
in a figure, such as FIG. 16, is necessarily further illustrated by any figure that illustrates the 
diode structure, such as FIGs. 8-11. For example, chip 1600, which is an embodiment of the 
invention, is illustrated by a number of drawings, including FIG. 16 which illustrates chip 
1600 (which utilizes diodes 800 or 1000), and FIGs. 8-1 1 which illustrate diodes 800 and 
1000. As a result, the embodiment shown in FIG. 16 necessarily includes the diodes shown 
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in FIGs. 8-9 or 10-1 1. Thus, applicant believes that claims 1, 5-6, 10-1 1, 15, 17-21, and 33 
read on the embodiment shown in FIGs 8-9 or 10-1 1, and 16.
